The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

There is no special technical feature since Haas, Gallant and Martins clearly teach a 
PDE4 is a target for a drug to inhibit atherosclerosis or restenosis. 

Haas (US 2006/0148900 A1) teaches in paragraph 40 PDE4 is expressed in endothelial 
cells. In paragraph 41 treating atherosclerosis is shown. In paragraph 51 CO donors 
can be combined with inhibitors of PDE4. In paragraph 52 CO donors are used to treat 
atherosclerosis and restenosis. 

Gallant (US 2005/0245513 A1) teaches in paragraph 13 PDE4 inhibitors for treating 
restenosis and atherosclerosis. In paragraph 297 treating with PDE4 inhibitors is 
shown. See claims 29 and 34. 

Martins (US 2004/01 52754 A1) teaches PDE4 inhibitors for treating conditions. In 
paragraph 7 treating atherosclerosis is shown.
